WOMAN WAGE SCALE 

The new minimum wage for wo. 
men, which was announced Satur- 
day by the State Industrial Welfare 
Commission, will become effective in 
sixty days. 

It provides that no experienced wo- 
man shall be employed in any mer- 
cantile industry of this State‘at a 
wage of less than $10 a week, or 
$43.33 per mont . 

A lower wage is provided for 
learners, starting with a minimum of 
$6. a_week for girl learners under 18 
years of age, and a minimum of $8 
a week for girls starting to work 
between 18 and 20 years.¢ In each 
case the wages will be automatically 
increased 50 cents a week every six 
months until the minimum wage of | 
$10 a week for experienced workers | 
is reached. 

Learners starting work at 20 years 
or over begin at a minimum of $8 a 
week and receive an automatic in- 
crease of 50 cents every. six months 
until $10 is reached,
